Engineers on the surface said Scud­ 
ding probably meant he could hear the 
pieka of the vanguard of rescue w ork­ 
ers in the shaft being s unk to the 141 
foot level of the mine.

A new 75-mile canal stretch­ 
ing across north and northeast Bel­ 
gium is now far enough advanced to 
be included among the modern major 
fortifications of the world. This was 
learned by this correspondent today in 
a journey alongside it from Liege to 
where it joined an older canal close 
to tin* Dutch town of Maastricht, to 
Herenthals, where the new canal was 
entered once more, and onwards to 
Antwerp. 


The two ends of the new canal from 
Liege and Antwerp, were completed, 
aud the former already has been forti­ 
fied. The system used was that of the 
French Maginot line, a series of sub­ 
soil 
blockhouses 
close 
enough 
to ­ 
ge the r to cover the en tire line with 
a 
barrage of devastating 
cross-fire. 
The old (a nal bo rdering Holland had 
been similarly equipped, although on 
a sm all er scale. W o rk then was going 
on lo finish the central stretch of Hie 
Albert Canal, between Lunacken, near 
Mayst litchi, to Herenthals. It already 
was possible, using the p art s of the 
canal 
finished, to completely circle 
Belgium along its frontiers by water* 
w ays. 
This a m b i t ious project indicated how 
1 Belgium, althoug h embodying the most 
up-to-date ideas in its fr ontier defense, 
is continuing to rely upon the a d ­

of

country, easily flooded and trav ersed 
by w ate rw ay s mak ing It a w k w a rd to 
Cl OSS. 
Along most of its route the Albert
